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1 . Hie data supplied by a Meldeamt trace resulted In the positive 
identification of Subject as a 1950 KFD member in reference B. We have 
therefore dropped all operational interest and request that approval pro- 
cedures be' dropped. 


2. The acquaintance of CAECTOMY 18 with Subject was apparently casual. 
During a time when CABCTQMY 18 was serving as a salesman for a local wine 
firm which delivered to Subject’s restaurant, CAECTOMY 10 had a casual bus- 
iness acquaintance. During the past several years he says be has only seen 
Subject two or three times, and these contacts were on the street when 
Subject happened to be in Frankfurt. CAECTOMY 18 has been informed of 
Subject’s KPD membership and has been advised to conduct himself carefully 
if another ehaaee meeting occurs. 
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
